Shelton State's Continuing Education program offers noncredit courses to meet the needs of people of all 
ages. These classes range from personal, leisure and youth courses to ones in professional development. 

Many professional organizations, licensing and certifying bodies and employers require documentation 
that effective learning has taken place when individuals participate in continuing education courses and 
programs. The most commonly used form of recognition and documentation for noncredit continuing 
education is the Continuing Education Unit (CEU). A participant may receive one CEU for each ten (10) 
hours of instruction for courses providing CEUs.

ADMISSION PROCESS CHECKLIST 






1 . Complete an Application for Admission. If you are a high school graduate, please ask your 
high school to send an official copy of your transcript with the graduation date posted to the 
Office of Admissions, Shelton State Community College, 9500 Old Greensboro Road, Box 190, 
Tuscaloosa, AL 35405. If you have completed the GED test, please bring a copy of your 
certificate and scores to the Office of Administration on the Martin Campus. 

2. Complete the COMPASS Assessment or bring a copy of ACT/SAT scores to the Counseling Center. 
If you have an ACT/SAT exemption (see assessment policy), bring a copy of your scores to the 
Assessment Coordinator in the Counseling Center located on the first floor of the Martin Campus. 
After completing the COMPASS Assessment or sending your ACT/SAT scores, you will be 
assigned a S.T.A.R.T. Up (Special Time for Advising, Registration and Touring the campus) Day. 

3. Complete and mail the application for Federal Student Aid (Pell Grant). 

Mail your financial aid application at least three months prior to the date you plan to enroll. 

4. Complete and return your scholarship application to the Dean of Students. 



5. Attend your assigned S.T.A.R.T. Up Day. You will receive your assignment for a S.T.A.R.T. Up 

Day when you take the COMPASS Assessment or when you bring in your ACT scores. It is very 
important that you attend your assigned S.T.A.R.T Up Day and that you arrive on time. During 
the assigned time, you will be advised and registered for college. 

6. Pay your tuition. Payment is due on the day you register. Space in each S.T.A.R.T. Up Day 

session is limited. If you cannot attend your assigned session, you should call (205) 391-2901, 
at least three days in advance to reserve a space in the next available session. Students will 
not be permitted to attend a session without first reserving a space. 

It is advisable to begin the admissions process as early as possible. To be assigned a S.T.A.R.T. Up Day, a stu- 
dent should have completed the Compass Assessment or in the case of an ACT or SAT exemption, contacted 
the Assessment Coordinator in the Counseling Center during the semester prior to enrolling. Students are not 
required to have an ACT or SAT score for admission. However, to be eligible for an Academic Scholarship, an 
ACT or SAT score must be submitted.

HISTORY OF SHELTON STATE COMMUNITY COLLEGE 

Shclton State Community College is part of a state system of public colleges. This system originated in the Alabama 
Trade School and Junior College Authority Act enacted by the state legislature in May 1963. The governing board 
for the institutions within this system is the Alabama State Board of Education (ASBE) and the Chancellor, Alabama 
College System, Department of Postsecondary Education, is the chief executive officer of the system. 

Shelton State Community College was established by resolution of the ASBE on January 1, 1979. That resolution 
combined two existing institutions: Shelton State Technical College, established in 1952, and the Tuscaloosa branch 
campus of Brewer State Junior College, an institution whose main campus was located in layette, Alabama. The 
Tuscaloosa branch campus of Brewer State had been in operation since 1972. 

In 1994, Shelton State Community College consolidated with C. A. Fredd State Technical College, another public two- 
vear college located in Tuscaloosa. The new institution created by the consolidation retained the name of Shelton 
State Community College, and the president of Shelton State was named president of the consolidated institution. 

In April 1981, The Alabama State Board of Education placed the Alabama State Fire College with Shelton State 
Community College for administrative and fiscal agent purposes. Tn May 1988, through Act 88-663, the 
Alabama Legislature merged the Alabama Fire Fighters Personnel Standards and Education Commission and 
the Alabama Fire College. 

Shelton State Community College moved into Phase I of the Martin Campus site, located in southwest 
Tuscaloosa County, in May of 1996. Phase II was completed in August of 1997. The Martin Campus and The 
Alabama State Fire College are pictured above.
